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Celebrity  Protrayed  For  31  Years 


NICKEL  CARRIES  IMAGE 
OF  THOMAS  JEFFERSON

Two  great  achievement’s— the  Lou- 
isiana  Purchase  Treaty,  signed  at 
Paris,  France  in  1803  adding  vast 
territories  to  the  United  States,  and 
the  expedition  of  explorers  William 
Clark  and  Meriwether  Lewis  during 
the  years  of  1803-06  to  establlish 
a  land  route  across  the  nation  to 
the  Pacific  Ocean— it  all  happened 
when  Thomas  Jeffenson  was  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  U.S.  The  territory  of  our 
country  has  shown  much  influence 
in  the  coinage  of  the  U.S.  and  the 
Jefferson  five-cent  piece  must  be  in¬ 
cluded. 

Thomas  Jefferson,  known  as  the 
“Father  of  American  Liberties,”  was 
responsible  for  introducing  the  deci¬ 
mal  system  into  our  coinage  and  he 
recommended  the  establishment  of 
the  dollar  and  its  division  into  tenths 
and  hundredths  (10c  and  lc)  as  a 
central  monetary  unit  replacing  the 
pounds  and  pence  system  of  the 
British.  He  was  appointed  chairman 
of  the  committee  to  draft  the  Decla¬ 
ration  of  Independence  and  then  was 
chosen  by  the  committee  to  write 
it. 

He  was  elected  to  the  office  of 
the  vice  presidency  in  1797  and  serv¬ 
ed  under  John  Adams,  the  second 
president  of  the  U.S.,  until  1801. 
In  that  year,  Jefferson  became  the 
third  leader  of  our  nation  and  serv¬ 
ed  two  consecutive  terms.  An  inci¬ 
dent  which  has  been  an  incentive 
to  poets  and  authors  is  that  both 
men  died  on  July  4,  1826  on  the 
golden  anniversary  of  the  promulga¬ 
tion  of  the  Declaration  of  Inde¬ 
pendence. 

Jefferson  has  been  portrayed  on 


the  U.S.  nickel  for  31  years.  It  was 
the  first  U.S.  coin  design  to  be 
selected  in  open  competition,  with 
Felix  Selling  of  Chicago,  Ill.,  enter¬ 
ing  the  winning  piece  of  artistic 
work.  Selling  was  awarded  a  $1,000 
prize  for  his  design  which  won  over 
390  other  contestants.  Recently 
Selling’s  initials  were  placed  on  the 
obverse  of  the  coin.  Minting  of  the 
Jefferson  nickel,  replacing  the  Buffa¬ 
lo  or  Indian  Head  five-cent  piece, 
began  in  1938  at  the  three  mints 
then  in  operation  at  Philadephia, 
Denver  and  San  Francisco. 

This  nickel  is  familiar  to  us  all 
as  it  is  found  in  our  pocket  change 
every  day.  The  obverse  design  bears 
a  profile  likeness  of  Jefferson  with 
his  long  hair  drawn  back  and  se¬ 
cured  with  a  ribbon— the  tradition¬ 
al  feminine  touch  of  the  era.  To  the 
left  of  the  figuure  are  the  words 
“In  God  We  Trust”  and  to  the  right 
side,  “Liberty”  and  the  date. 

The  mint  marks  are  placed  to  the 
right  of  Monticello  which  adorns  the 
reveise  of  the  coin.  (Jefferson  de¬ 
signed  the  Monticello  which  was 
his  home  in  Virginia.)  In  1968  when

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mint  marks  returned  to  U.S.  coins 
after  an  absence  of  three  years,  the 
identifying  mark  was  placed  on  the 
obverse  of  the  coin  by  the  date. 
“E  Pluribus  Unum”  is  found  at  the 
top  above  the  building  and  “United 
States  of  America”  is  spread  be¬ 
neath.  It  also  hearts  the  denomination 
of  “Five  Cents.”  There  have  been 
scattered  rumors  that  a  few  of  the 
nickels  were  minted  with  the  U.S. 
flag  living  atop  Montieello,  hut  to 
our  knowledge,  there  has  been  no 
confirmation  to  those  reports. 

The  nickel  is  not  of  the  pure  metal 
as  we  woidd  he  led  to  believe  by 
the  name,  hut  consists  of  a  blend  of 
copper  and  nickel.  (The  Canadian 
five-center  is  made  of  pure  nickel.) 
During  World  War  II,  nickel  as  a 
valuable  metal,  was  needed  for  oth¬ 
er  uses  and  became  scarce.  The  me¬ 
tallic  content  of  the  piece  was 
changed  to  an  alloy  of  copper,  sil¬ 
ver  and  manganese  during  the  latter 
part  of  1942,  and  all  of  the  years 
1943,  1944  and  1945.  Large  mint 
marks  were  placed  above  the  dome 
of  Montieello  to  denote  the  altera¬ 
tion  of  the  metal  content.  This  period 
also  marked  the  first  and  only  time 
in  our  history  that  the  Philadelphia 
mint  ever  used  an  identifying  mark 
—a  large  “P”  above  the  dome.  In 
1946,  the  metal  content  reverted  to 
copper  and  nickel. 

It  is  still  possible  to  find  the  com¬ 
plete  set  of  Jefferson  nickels  in  cir¬ 
culation  although  it  will  be  a  degree 
of  difficulty  to  locate  a  few  of  the 
key  coins.  But  with  a  little  time  and 
patience,  and  many  rolls  and  bags 
to  scan  through  in  the  hunt,  the  col¬ 
lector  will  eventually  complete  the 
series. 

Records  show  that  the  1950  Den¬ 
ver  nickel  has  the  lowest  mintage— 
2,630,030— thereby  marking  it  as  the 
key  coin  to  the  Jefferson  set.  The 
1 950 D  has  proved  to  be  one  of  the 
best  numismatic  investments  in  re-

cent  times  for  a  collector.  We  have 
watched  the  price  of  that  nickel 
climb  from  the  face  value  of  five 
cents  to  over  $900  per  roll  of  40 
coins  in  the  peak  years,  in  uncircu¬ 
lated  condition,  back  down  to  $400 
per  roll  in  the  19  years  of  its  ex¬ 
istence.  Anyone  who  invested  in  this 
nickel  at  face  value  and  turned  them 
at  today’s  prices  has  reaped  a  plenti¬ 
ful  harvest.  What  this  item  willl  do 
in  the  next  few  years  will  be  inter¬ 
esting  to  observe. 

Other  key  and  semi-key  nickels 
to  be  on  the  lookout  for  are  the 
1938DS,  1939DS,  1950P,  1951S  and 
1955P.  And  in  collecting  and  in¬ 
vesting,  do  not  under  estimate  the 
1942D  with  only  13,938,000  mint¬ 
age.  They  are  fast  disappearing 
from  the  scene  of  circulating  coins. 

The  two  important  events  of  his¬ 
tory  which  occurred  during  Presi¬ 
dent  Jefferson’s  term  of  office  have 
been  commemorated  on  the  gold 
dollars  of  1903,  1904  and  1905.  The 
Louisiana  Purchase  was  celebrated 
with  a  souvenir  gold  coin  dated  1903 
and  authorized  for  issuance  during 
the  exposition  held  in  St.  Louis,  Mo. 
in  1903.  There  are  two  varieties  of 
the  gold  dollars,  one  with  the  head 
of  Jefferson  and  the  other  of  Presi¬ 
dent  William  McKinley  who  indi¬ 
cated  approval  of  the  exposition. 

The  two  famous  explorers,  Lewis 
and  Clark,  are  pictured  on  each  side 
of  the  gold  dollar  struck  with  the 
dates  of  1904  and  1905  to  solemn¬ 
ize  the  centennial  exposition  held  in 
Portland,  Ore.,  in  1905.  Lewis  and 
Clark  are  also  portrayed  on  the  $10 
Legal  Tender  Note,  Series  of  1901. 

The  Jefferson  nickel  design  has 
passed  the  25-year  legal  mark  and 
could  be  changed  bv  Congress  with¬ 
out  any  special  action  but  our  doubts 
are  magnified,  by  the  situation  cre¬ 
ated  by  the  half  dollar  change  of 
design  from  Franklin  to  Kennedy, 
that  a  new  nickel  w  ill  be  issued  in 
the  very  near  future. 
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EDUCATIONAL  PROGRAM 
HIGHLIGHTS  CONVENTION

The  educational  forum  at  the 
T.N.A.  May  convention  provided  an 
evening  of  varied  numismatic  fare 
with  first  rate  speakers. 

Matt  Rothert,  immediate  past 
president  of  A.N.A.  and  paper  money 
authority,  shared  with  the  audience 
his  earliest  and  rarest  U.S.  bank 
notes.  Projecting  them  with  the  aid 
of  an  opaque  projector,  Rothert  was 
assisted  by  the  president  of  the  host 
Fort  Worth  Coin  Club. 

Rothert’s  enthusiasm  for  this  in¬ 
teresting  page  in  numismatic  history 
carried  the  audience  back  to  the 
early  political  life  of  our  nation  when 
Congress  chartered  the  first  U.S. 
bank,  failed  to  renew  the  charter, 
then  later  chartered  it  again,  caus¬ 
ing  an  erratic  beginning  to  I  he 
country’s  currency. 

Brad  Mills,  columnist  for  the 
Dallas  Morning  News  reviewed  the 
hobby,  giving  a  background  to  his 
subject  “Numismatics  Today.”  The 
first  ‘spurt’  in  collecting  in  Ameri¬ 
ca  came  in  the  1830s  and  was  due 
to  the  many  varieties  of  half  cents. 
By  1854  there  were  a  few  collec¬ 
tors,  but  a  number  of  promoters 
among  them  employees  of  l he  U.S. 
mint  who  created  special  coins  in 
small  numbers  for  the  collectors.  A 
big  boost  was  spurred  on  by  the 
V  nickel  series,  many  of  them  col¬ 
lected,  so  they  are  plentiful  today. 
The  no-cent  is  least  xpensive  today 
as  people  hoarded  them  in  great 
number  then.  The  1802  Barber  dime, 
quarter  and  half  created  little  ex¬ 
citement  and  the  1909  cent  was 
also  not  exciting,  and  few  were 
saved.  The  Buffalo  nickel  doubled 
the  number  of  collectors. 

Mills  said  that  many  oaestions 


are  asked  of  him  today.  He  turns 
to  professionals  for  the  answers.  The 
questions  reflect  a  hectic  cross  sec¬ 
tion  of  thinking  from  both  numis¬ 
matists  and  speculators  and  repre¬ 
sent  trends,  basic  elements  of  taste 
and  whims  of  the  public.  He  predicts 
that  90  per  cent  silver  coins  will 
give  less  than  a  0  per  cent  piofit 
on  the  investment.  Silver  and  gold 
coins  will  go  up  and  down  as  bul¬ 
lion  prices  fluctuate.  Uncirculated 
silver  certificates  above  $100.00  de¬ 
nomination  are  worth  keeping.  Coin 
rolls  of  valuable  singles  are  a  good 
investment— maybe  the  least  attract¬ 
ive  ones  will  be  sleepers.  The  medal- 
mania  collector  should  be  cautious 
as  to  the  quality  of  the  medals  he 
collects.  Foreign  proof  sets  in  limit¬ 
ed  quantity  may  be  of  numismatic 
value— but  the  middle  man  profit 
makes  commemorative  coins  priced 
higher— they  should  be  leaders  in  the 
next  boom.  One  type  coin  is  as  im¬ 
portant  as  another  but  the  rarer 
ones  are  more  valuable.  Type  col¬ 
lecting  is  the  most  sensible  approach 
to  the  basic  co’decior. 

Unfortunately  at  this  point  the 
audience  was  allowed  to  stretch  and 
get  a  drink  of  water— and  half  slip¬ 
ped  out. 

Miss  Mary  Flizabech  Fox,  associ¬ 
ate  professor  of  Southwestern  Uni¬ 
versity  School  of  Fine  Arts,  charm¬ 
ed  the  group  with  an  informative  ac¬ 
count  of  early  Texas  money. 

Following  the  capitols  of  the  Re¬ 
public  of  Texas  from  San  Felipe 
de  Austin  to  Washington  on  the 
Brazos,  to  Velasco  to  Columbia  to 
Houston  to  Austin  to  Washington  on 
the  Brazos  and  back  again  to  Austin, 
she  recounted  the  trials  and  errors 
of  the  political  leaders  attempting  to 
make  end's  meet  in  the  struggling

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PROFESSIONALS  ARE 
AVID  COLLECTORS

A  surprisingly  large  number  of 
professional  people  in  Texas  are  avid 
coin  collectors.  Doctors,  attorneys, 
bankers,  merchants  and  industrial¬ 
ists  are  prominent  among  the  pros¬ 
perous  group  who  have  drifted  into 
numismatics  as  their  major  hobby. 

Reasons  for  becoming  collectors 
are  numerous  among  the  influential 
element  that  quietly  goes  about  the 
accumulation  of  both  the  better  items 
and  the  commoner,  bulky  materi¬ 
al.  An  oil  operator  inherited  a  dozen 
old  coins  from  his  father;  a  doctor 
read  that  gold  coins  were  sure  to 
advance  some  day;  a  banker  gradu¬ 
ally  obtained  valuable  coins  from 
customers  who  wished  to  dispose  of 
them;  a  utility  excutive  started  col¬ 
lecting  coins  as  a  boy.  A  merchant 
found  a  box  of  old  coins  in  his  de¬ 
ceased  fathers  effects. 

Then  we  have  the  more  dashing 
type  of  collector  who  literally  caught 
fire  when  he  read  press  reports  of 
activities  in  proof  sets,  gold,  rare 
coins,  silver  in  general  and  silver 
dollars  in  particular.  A  good  nudge 
from  a  coin  dealer  or  a  collector 
friend  probably  sent  the  eager  be¬ 
ginner  on  a  vast  spree  that  hasn’t 
ended  yet. 

Large  gold  coins  have  been  par¬ 
ticularly  popular  with  the  profes¬ 
sional  crowd  for  20  years.  This  is¬ 
sue  afforded  a  kind  of  investment 
item  that  seemed  nearer  foolproof 
than  the  more  speculative  coins  of 
high  collector  value  and  low  face 
value.  However,  many  of  the  wealthy 
collectors  preferred  rarities  and 
choice  type  coins,  and  in  accumu¬ 
lating  them  became  expert  numis¬ 
matists  in  their  own  right.  Roughly 


half  of  the  professional  group  ac¬ 
quires  coins  to  hold  as  ordinary  col¬ 
lectors,  while  the  other  half  buys 
and  sells  on  an  investment,  specu¬ 
lative  or  short-term  basis. 

Occasionally  a  tremendous  collec¬ 
tion  will  come  to  light  through  death 
or  an  unusual  development.  Our  next- 
door  neighbor  had  been  acquiring 
choice  coins  as  a  numismatist  and 
enjoying  them  all  by  himself.  How¬ 
ever,  such  a  loner  is  strictly  an  ex¬ 
ception  to  the  general  rule.  We 
have  many  quiet  collectors,  but  not 
that  quiet. 

Probably  the  most  notable  example 
of  big-time  coin  collecting  was  that 
of  an  Indianapolis  industrialist  who 
put  together  nearly  all  of  the  United 
States  rarities,  plus  many  from  oth¬ 
er  parts  of  the  world.  And  at  a  cost 
of  only  $6  million!  This  grand  as¬ 
sembly  was  done  so  quietly  very 
few  people  knew  about  it.  The 
wealthy  collector  was  a  real  plung¬ 
er  and  price  was  no  object. 

Most  of  these  novices  need  guid¬ 
ance  badly  when  starting  as  coin 
collectors.  They  are  able  to  buy 
large  amounts  of  coins  as  mature 
businessmen,  yet  they  may  be  in¬ 
clined  to  accumulate  a  vast  collec¬ 
tion  having  no  special  sense  of  bal¬ 
ance  or  direction.  In  simpler  words, 
the  adult  who  comes  into  the  hobby 
experiences  the  same  pitfalls  as  the 
young  Boy  Scout  who  started  col¬ 
lecting  coins  at  the  age  of  11.  The 
only  real  difference  is  that  the  in¬ 
fluential  beginner  makes  a  bigger 
splash.  The  effect  of  the  big  buy¬ 
ers  action  on  both  market  prices 
and  coin  trends  may  be  pronounc¬ 
ed  where  rumors  and  press  reports 
tend  to  support  his  preference  for 
such  items  as  gold,  silver,  proof  sets 
or  rarities.

Making  money  is  sure  ’nuf  big 


business!  Have  you  noted  that  re¬ 
cently  25,000,000  coins  were  struck 
in  one  day  at  the  Denver  Mint.

The  Bureau  has 
also  initiated  its  own  apprentice  pro¬ 
gram,  helping  young  people  with 
proven  learning  ability  to  prepare  to 
fill  job  openings  of  which  there  are 
a  surprising  variety.  The  Bureau’s 
no  place  for  a  sluggard  but  for  some 
of  our  alert  young  Texans— here’s  a 
challenge!

The  medal  seen  above  is  the  first  official  TNA  medal.  At  the  Fort  Worth  Convention,  the  TNA 
Board  decided  that  the  issuance  of  such  a  medal  be  a  continuing  yearly  series.  The  reverse  to  be  the 
official  TNA  seal  and  the  obverse  to  honor  something  of  historical  significance  concerning  the  city 
that  the  TNA  Convention  is  held  in  that  year.  A  limited  supply  of  the  Bronze  Medals  are  available  at 
this  time.  As  seen  below  in  mini  size,  an  attractive,  numbered  certificate  of  authenticity  worthy  of 
framing  is  issued  with  each  medal.

Numismatic  Information 


The  diameter  of  this  medal  is  1-9/16  inches,  struck  in  14  gauge  material.  100  struck  in  polished  Sterling  Silver  and  1000  in 
oxidized  Golden  Bronze. 


The  reverse  of  the  medal  depicts  the  official  seal  of  the  Texas  Numismatic  Association.  Carlton  Brush  became  Life  Member  No. 
1  as  a  reward  for  his  services  by  having  his  suggested  name  for  the  official  publication  and  his  design  for  the  official  seal  se¬ 
lected  by  the  governing  board. 

The  obverse  is  from  the  famous  bronze  statue  of  Will  Rogers  ond  his  beloved  horse  Soapsuds.  Electro  Waggoner  Biggs  exe¬ 
cuted  the  life  size  bronze  works  of  Will  Rogers  riding  into  the  sunset.  The  statue,  strikingly  impressive,  stands  in  the  shadow 
of  the  Will  Rogers  Memorial  Coliseum  Tower  in  Fort  Worth,  Texas. 

The  statue  is  9  feet,  1 1  inches  high  and  weighs  3,200  pounds,  it  was  a  gift  from  Mr.  Amon  G.  Carter,  Sr.  to  the  city  of  Fort 
Worth  and  was  completed  in  1939— four  years  after  the  death  of  Will  Rogers. 

Will  Rogers  -  American  humorist  and  Cowboy  Philosopher  was  born  in  Indian  Territory,  November  4th.  1879  -  killed  (with 
Wiley  Post,  famous  aviator)  in  an  airplane  crash  near  Point  Borrow,  Alaska,  August  15th,  1935.  He  had  the  God-given  faculty 
of  making  people  laugh  and  think  at  the  same  time.  In  a  few  words  over  the  radio,  on  the  stage,  or  in  the  newspapers  he 
could  say  more  and  say  it  better  than  most  of  the  would-be  statesmen  could  say  in  hours.  He  was  by  far  the  most  popular 
American  of  the  day.  He  was  the  author  of  a  number  of  books,  the  most  enthusiastic  air  traveler  of  his  time'  and  to  charitable 
causes  he  contributed  liberally. 


This  is  the  first  medal  struck  and  issued  under  the  official  control  of  the  Texas  Numismatic  Association.  Issued  during  the 
Eleventh  TNA  Convention  held  in  Fort  Worth,  May  23,  24  and  25th,  1969  this  is  as  it  should  be  for  the  first  TNA  Convention 
was  held  in  Fort  Worth,  Texas,  October  1960.  This  TNA  official  first  was  approved  by  action  of  its  Governing  Board  in  Austin, 
Texas  on  September  22nd,  1968.  TNA  Second  Vice-President,  Roger  Earwood  was  authorized  to  investigate  the  feasibility  of 
having  this  medal  struck.  He  subsequently  researched,  designed  and  authorized  the  striking  of  this  limited  issue. 


Only  1,000  Oxidized  Golden  Bronze  Medals  were  struck,  many  of  these  have  been  purchased.
